Already  an  Object  Lesson. 

At  the  municipal  election  in  Lynn, 
Mam.,  on  Tuesday,  Walter  L.  Ramsdell, 
Democrat- Populist,  was  chosen  Mayor 
by  a  majority  of  1700.  The  defeat  of  the 
Republican  candidate  is  attributed  to 
tbe  fact  that  instead  of  the  prosperity
